Recent reductions: in the cost of liv- 
ing have now brought the British pub- 
lic back to 1914 prices for a number 
lof commodities. Men's suits and 
overcoats are the best examples, Wo- 
men’s clothing is still slightly higher 
ihan in pre-war days.

{the ill-fated armed liner Laurentic, 
which was sunk off the north of Ire- 
jland coast in January, 1917, The ad- 
|miralty salvage vessels have now re- 
turned to Portsmouth, but in the 
spring operations will be resumed, 
there being two or three millions 
worth of bullion still to be brought 
to the surface. The rate paid is 
half-a-crown for every £100 worth of 
gold recovered, and this divided be- 
tween all employed in the work is 
‘equal to about one halfpenny per 
jcent, per head.

Trees and Lightning. 

There is a popular belief that cer- 
tain trees are less likely than others 
to be struck by lightning and that 
during a thunderstorm it is quite safe 
to stand under a beech, for example, 
while the danger under a resinous 
tree or an oak is respectively fifteen 
or twenty times greater. This is dis- 
puted by Dr. A. W. Borthwick in 
“Notes of the Royal Botanical Gar- 
den of Edinburgh.” The doctor says 
that ‘no tree is immune, since. light- 
ning will select one species quite os 
readily as nnother and the beech 
qui as frequently as any other 
species. Apparently the taller trees 
in a neighborhood are the ones most 
likely to be struck. Contrary to what 
is believed by some people, the cells 
are not “ruptured or torn by the 
formation of steam, as might happen 
if the heating by the electric current 
was very great. The cells collapse 
and shrink up, but are never torn.” 
The root system does not seem to be 
ever damaged by lightning.

In this respect the Canadian Prairie Provinces are 
hot so very different from other parts of the Dominion and other 
countries throughout the world, Chere is, however, no real reason 
why the people of the West should lose heart and indulge in blue 
ruin pessimistic talk. Such an attitude will not help, but will rather 
operate to further hinder a return to better times and conditions. 

Present conditions in the West are bound to be of a temporary 
character and no country in the world is capable of more rapid re 
covery than the Canadian Prairie West. One misfortune and un 
toward occurrence after another played havoc with agricultural pro 
duction and marketing this year, and while it may be hard for many 
families to maintain themselves this winter, their condition will be 
flo worse, and in the vast majority of cases very much better, than 
the carly pioneers of this country and of Ontario and the Western 
States had to bear. Yet these earlier pioneers held on, revealing a 
determination and courage which in due course brought its reward, 
and thousands of them are today enjoying wealth or a secure and 
comfortable livelihood. Yet they experienced harder and apparent 
ly more hopeless conditions than those with which the people of 
today are confronted. 

The next few months call for the exercise of certain qualities 
by all people. — First and foremost, there must be individual courag 
determination and energy; the putting forth of every possible effort 
to mect and overcome adverse conditions; an insistent turning away 
from the dark side of the picture and a constant hunt for the silver 
lining and contemplation of all the brighter and more hopeful fea- 
tures of the situation. Secondly, there is need for the development 
of a spirit of helpfulness, even to the extent of personal sacrifice, in 
order that the more fortunately placed ones will rally to the assist- 
ance of the less fortunate. In a word, these more difficult times 
should develop a strong community spirit of helpfulness and co- 
operation, 

While nobody ever welcomes adversity, it must be remembered 
that it is in that hard school that really strong men and women 
are developed. When everything in life moves smoothly, without 
any great difficulty or obstacle in the way, the individual becomes 
soft, loses initiative, becomes weak and lacking in character, It is 
the struggle to overcome, to achieve, to win, that makes real men 
and creates strong characters. The inan who, overwhelmed by ad- 
versity, lies down, is a failure and would ultimately prove a failure 
even under normal and less trying conditions. But “the man worth 
while is the man who can smile when everything goes dead wrong.’ 
And he is the man who will triumph in the end, and in the more 
successful and brighter days to come will look back with grim satis- 
faction and a deep joy to the dark days in which he struggled and 
achieved, and won not only worldly success, but strength of char- 
acter to mect whatever life might bring to him,

Prairie Provinces 


Organization First Started’ After Riel 
Rebellion in 1870 

When Riel’s first rebellion wad put 
down in the latter part of the summer 
of 1870 and the government of the new 
one of Manitoba organized, Port 
Gatry was made tlie provincial capital 
and the place was given the name, 
Winnipeg. 

After the, creation of the,Proyince 
of Manitoba, the prairle country’ be- 
yond was known as’ the, North-West 
Territories to which in time a limited 
form of self-government Was granted, 
and the seat of government was estab- 
lished at Regina, the name being the 
Latin form of the word queen. 


In 1905 the southern part of the 


‘Territories was erected into two prov- 


inces. Regina became the capital of 
Saskatchewan, and Edmonton the 
capital of Alberta, Edmonton had 
long existed as a trading post. To- 
day the new North-West lies beyond 
Edmonton,

Un 
doubtedly, there {s no way in which 


improvement can be wrought more 
thoroughly and -more economically 
than through the use of improved 


sires If you have been using serubs, 
replace them by pure-breds of the 
highest quality obtainable. If you 
have been using pure-bred sires, have 
given their progeny a decent chance 
and have not achieved any improve- 
ment, then the pure-breds used could 
not have ben of desirable type and 
quality, Discard them and, when 
procuring others, demand and get 
even though at greater cost, sires 
from proven ancestry. ’ 

While the use of top-notch sires is 
one of the best methods of improve- 
ment where capital is limnited, the in- 
troduction of a few choice females 
into the herd or flock, where capital 
will permit, will bring about the de- 
sired improvement much earlier, Let 
every person, theu, who calls himself

Very Necessary When Birds 
Housed For Winter 

Weed grain in a deep litter on the 
flooy and make the hens exercise for 
it. This will be necessary when for-

{fowls will get about equal parts of 
jmash and of the seratch grains, It 
is necessary to give the fowls plenty 
to eat to get good results, but the 
birds should always be eager for each 
feed.
